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WHAT  IS  THE  COLLEGE? 

WHAT  DOES  IT  ACCOMPLISH? 

The  College,  founded  in  1872,  is  an  institution  exclusively  for  the  Blind. 
It  is  quite  undenominational  in  character.  Its  object  is  to  train  the  Blind  to 
earn  their  own  living,  and  to  render  them  independent,  self-reliant  citizens. 
Incredible  as  it  may  appear,  this  is  an  object  which  the  College  has  succeeded 
and  does  continually  succeed  in  accomplishing,  and  there  are  now  more  than 
600  former  pupils  earning  their  own  living. 

It  was  founded  for  the  poor,  but  the  instruction  and  training  have  proven 
so  efficient  that  the  wealthy  are  glad  to  send  their  children  also.  As,  how¬ 
ever,  the  educable  Blind  without  means  outnumber  the  well-to-do  by  at 
least  11  to  1,  the  College  has  always  had  a  severe  financial  struggle. 

84-4  per  cent,  of  the  graduates  are  filling  their  place  in  the  world  as 
organists  and  teachers  of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  clergymen,  school  teachers, 
shorthand  typists,  etc.  Without  the  College  training  many  of  them 
would  still  be  helpless  and  hopeless  and  a  permanent  charge  on  the  rates. 
The  College  is  therefore  an  economic  asset  to  the  community,  and  should 
receive  whole-hearted  and  generous  support. 

As  originally  it  arose,  so  it  has  continued,  by  voluntary  unendowed  effort. 
The  College  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds  to  continue  its  good  work.  You  there¬ 
fore  who  can  see,  will  you  not  help  the  Blind  and  give  them  the  interior  light 
of  intelligence  and  hope  to  gain  their  livelihood  ? 

It  is  considered  a  grand  and  noble  act  to  endow  a  College  for  the  Sighted. 
Is  it  less  noble  to  do  so  in  the  case  of  the  Blind  ? 

The  war  has  hit  the  College  badly.  £3,000  is  required  to  enable  the 
Carnegie  grant  to  be  secured,  and  lay  the  foundation  of  a  permanent  endow¬ 
ment.  It  should  ever  be  remembered  that  it  is  cheaper  to  educate  the  Blind 
than  to  support  them  as  paupers,  while  the  moral  and  physical  benefit  which 
is  given  to  any  individual  by  training  him  to  bocome  a  self-respecting  citizen 
is  an  asset  which  cannot  be  over-estimated.

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SOME  OF  THE  “FIRSTS”  WHICH  HAVE  BEEN  GAINED  BY 

THE  COLLEGE. 


1.  Pianoforte  Tuning,  1873.— A  fuller  and  more  comprehensive  form  of 
Training  than  had  ever  yet  been  given  in  this  country. 

2.  Physical  Training,  1873. — All  forms  of  physical  training,  accoiding 
to  the  Swedish,  German,  British  and  American  systems. 

3.  Dramatic  Performances,  1881. — Mendelssohn’s  Son  and  Stranger 
was  given  in  this  year  with  only  two  seeing  people  in  the  cast.  So  much 
success  was  achieved  that  a  Committee  in  Glasgow  paid  the  expenses  of  the 
Party  to  give  a  performance  in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  of  that  city.  Enough 
money  was  raised  by  these  performances  to  print  the  Cathedral  Psalter  in 
Braille.  All  forms  of  acting  are  of  the  greatest  value  to  blind  people,  and 
greatly  assist  in  helping  them  to  overcpme  stiffness  of  movement  and  awk¬ 
ward  mannerisms.  Since  1881  there  have  always  been  annual  performances. 

4.  Kindergarten,  1882.— The  first  School  for  the  Blind  to  open  this  par¬ 
ticular  branch  of  education. 

5.  Swimming  and  Life  Saving,  1883.— Through  the  liberality  of  the 
late  Dr.  T.  R.  Armitage,  a  bath  54ft.  long,  25ft.  wide,  and  from  3  to  6ft.  deep, 
was  added  to  the  College  equipment.  The  Royal  Life  Saving  Society  was 
founded  in  1891,  and  in  1892  five  boys  were  successful  in  gaining  their  Pro¬ 
ficiency  Certificate.  Since  that  date,  41  Certificates  and  16  Medallions  have 
been  won. 

6.  Cycling  and  Roller  Skating,  1887.— Eight*in-hand  and  twelve-in-hand 
cycles  were  purchased,  and  in  addition  to  thoroughly  touring  over  the  roads 
of  Surrey  and  Kent,  journeys  were  repeatedly  taken  to  Brighton  and  back, 
to  Birmingham  and  to  Derby. 
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Roller-Skating  still  continues  to  afford  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and 
healthful  recreations  at  the  College,  while  the  tests  of  the  National  Skating 
Association  for  Great  Britain  have  been  frequently  passed. 

7.  Typewriting  1887,  Shorthand  1898. — Though  typewriting  and  short¬ 
hand  were  started  prior  to  these  years  at  Birmingham,  the  College  was  the 
first  to  draw  up  and  arrange  a  scheme  of  work  which  would  qualify  students 
to  earn  a  living  as  professional  typists  and  shorthand  writers. 

8.  Training  College.  1895. — The  Board  of  Education  sanctioned  the 
opening  of  a  Training  College  Department  for  the  training  of  blind  people 
to  become  teachers.  As  a  result,  graduates  have  been  employed  as  teachers 
at  Birmingham,  Brighton,  Glasgow,  Newcastle,  Nottingham,  Southsea  and 
other  Institutions. 

9.  Examinations  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  and  Royal  College  of 
Organists,  1901. — This  was  the  first  year  in  which  these  examinations  were 
undertaken.  To  date,  83  graduates  of  the  College  have  obtained  organ 
appointments  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  48  have  gained  the  Associateship 
and  20  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of  Organists.  The  following  prizes

10.  — Degree  of  Mus.  Bac.,  1910. — \  ictor  Spanner  was  the  first  pupil 
wrho  obtained  this  Degree  while  a  student  of  the  College,  though  two  other 
graduates  gained  the  distinction  many  years  prior  to  this  date,  after  lea\  ing 
the  Institution.  In  September,  1918,  Leonard  Marsh  was  also  successful.

Royal  Encouragement. — The  Board  of  Governors  desire  to  tender  tlieir  grateful 
thanks  and  express  their  deep  appreciation  of  the  continued  interest  taken  in  the 
work  of  the  College  by  Their  Gracious  Majesties,  The  King  and  the  Queen,  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Alexandra  and  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Connaught.  The  Vice-Patrons 
have  been  equally  kind.  Approval  has  been  manifested  not  only  by  the  sending 
of  donations  but  by  letters  of  encouragement  and  kindly  wishes  for  the  success  of 
the  effort  toward  securing  the  Carnegie  Grant. 


Mrs.  Lloyd  George’s  Concert. — This  Concert,  held  in  the  big  double-drawing, 
room  of  No.  io,  Downing  Street  on  June  23,  was  an  outcome  of  a  visit  to  the  College- 
"  when  the  Prime  Minister’s  wife  went  to  Upper  Norwood  in  order  to  take  part 
in  the  annual  presentation  of  prizes.  Then  she  shared  the  experience  of  every 
intelligent  visitor,  and  was  immensely  struck  both  by  the  extraordinary  results 
of  the  training  given  and  the  methods  whereby  they  are  attained,  and  so  promised 
to  give  her  great  help  to  a  splendid  work.”  "  Few  people  realise  how  the  work  of 
the  Royal  Normal  College  is  slowly  revolutionising  the  position  of  the  blind.  It 
is  teaching  people  not  to  look  upon  them  merely  as  objects  of  pity,  no  matter  how 
sincere  and  tender  that  pity  ;  but  to  remember  that  proper  training  can  equip  them 
to  take  their  places  in  the  economic  and  domestic  life  of  the  nation  side  by  side 
with  seeing  folk,  making  efficiency  their  only  claim  to  support  and  rendering  them 
perfectly  able  to  compete  with  the  sighted  in  the  ordinary  affairs  of  life.  What  this 
means  both  to  the  individuals  concerned  and  to  the  Empire  needs  no  insistence, 
but  it  is  well  to  remind  people  that  we  alone  amongst  the  nations  make  no  official 
State  provision  for  the  blind.  It  becomes,  therefore,  a  duty  as  well  as  a  privilege 
to  help  in  whatever  way  we  can  a  work  of  such  real  importance  as  this.  The  por¬ 
traits  of  departed  statesmen  looked  down  upon  an  entertainment  every  available 
seat  for  which  was  sold.  The  programme  was  altogether  excellent.  The  R.N.V.R. 
Welsh  Choir  conducted  by  Leading  Seaman  L.  T.  Clee  came  from  the, Crystal  Palace 
to  give  a  taste  of  its  many  admirable  qualities  in  Parry's  ”  Sailors'  Chorus,”  and 
other  part  songs.  Miss  Annie  Rees  "sang  English  songs,  and  Miss  Dilys  Jones, 
Welsh.  Petty  Officer  Tom  Howell  gave  very  spirited  performances  of  some  breezy 
ditties.  Mr.  Plunket  Greene,  as  usual,  ranged  through  many  moods  with  equal 
success  in  all,  and  Miss  Sybil  Eaton's  violin  playing  was  as  beautifully  rhythmic 
and  sympathetic  as  ever.  ‘  Mr.  O'Connor  Moore  was  the  accompanist. 

"  The  Prime  Minister  himself  looked  in  during  the  afternoon,  and  no  one  ap¬ 
plauded  more  heartily  than  he  did  the  rollicking  peasant  songs  of  Mr.  Plunket  Greene 
and  the  delightful  Welsh  melodies  so  feelingly  rendered  by  Miss  Dilys  Jones. 

"  Lord  Lamington  made  an  urgent  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  College. 

The  net  proceeds  amounted  to  £350. 

Financial  Position  and  Offer  of  Carnegie  Trustees.— In  spite  of  the  issue  of 
100,000  appeals,  the  interest  roused  by  Mrs.  Lloyd  George’s  Concert,  and  the  untiring 
personal  efforts  bv  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  the  year  1918  closed  with 
only  /zo.ooo  toward  the  £25,000  necessary  to  secure  the  offer  of  £12,500  made  by 
the  Carnegie  Trustees  if  that  sum  were  obtained.  The  facts  were  placed,  before 
the  Trustees,  and  recognising  the  difficulties  imposed  by  the  continuance  of  tlle_ "a 
and  the  uncertainty  as  to  Peace  being  declared  they  very  generously  granted  an 
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extension  of  time  until  June  30,  1919.  Since  the  commencement  of  the  year  a 
further  sum  of  £2,000  has  been  obtained,  which  leaves  £3,000  to  be  collected,  if  the 
College  is  not  to  lose  this  great  opportunity  of  placing  its  National  and  Imperial 
work  on  a  solid  basis.  The  Board  feel,  therefore,  they  need  offer  no  apology  in 
quoting  from  an  article  which  appeared  in  “  The  Queen  ’  on  March  23,  which  sets 
forth  clearly  and  concisely  some  of  the  achievements  the  College  has  accomplished 
on  behalf  of  the  blind  boys  and  girls  of  the  Nation. 

“  The  Carnegie  Trustees,  after  visiting  this  College  in  1916,  were  satisfied  that 
the  work  was  '  national '  in  character,  and  met  a  need  of  blind  students  from  all 
parts  of  the  United  Kingdom,  thus  entitling  it  to  the  fullest  support  from  all  quarters. 
To  help  to  start  a  permanent  financial  foundation  the  trustees  offered  to  give 
£12,500  if  the  College  Authorities  could  raise  £>5,000. 

"  Of  this  sum  only  £3,000  is  still  wanting,  to  make  the  Carnegie  grant  a  reality. 

"  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  beneficial  work  of  the  College  is  in  great 
danger  of  heavy  loss  if  this  £3,000  is  not  raised.  It  has  an  opportunity  now,  not 
likely  to  recur,  of  placing  its  operations  on  a  solid  and  satisfactory  basis.  In  view 
of  the  past  history  of  the  College,  of  its  remarkable  success  and  achievement  which 
have  made  it  a  model,  the  appeal  for  this  additional  help  is  fully  justified,  and  it  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  it  will  be  forthcoming. 

“Since  its  foundation  in  1872  over  six  hundred  students  have  graduated  and 
become  independent  and  worthy  citizens.  Prior  to  the  establishment  of  the  College 
it  was  reported  that  only  one  per  cent,  of  the  trained  blind  were  able  to  earn,  their 
living  at  the  profession  of  music.  Sir  Francis  Campbell,  the  first  Principal,  who 
was  himself  blind,  swept  away  all  old  prejudices,  and  showed  that  the  first  thing 
required  was  to  give  the  blind  boy  or  girl  a  sound  physical  foundation  equal  to 
that  enjoyed  by  seeing  children,  the  usual  vitality  of  the  blind  child  being  twenty-five 
per  cent,  less  than  that  of  his  more  fortunate  brother  or  sister  of  the  same  age. 
Having  secured  this  foundation  it  was  necessary  that  the  best  possible  instruction 
by  the  best  possible  teachers  should  be  given  to  counterbalance  the  handicap  of 
blindness.  In  addition  to  introducing  the  Swedish,  British  and  American  systems 
of  physical  training,  with  swimming,  life  saving,  cycling  and  roller  skating,  the 
College  was  the  first  institution  to  open  a  kindergarten  department  for  the  blind. 
It  comprises  an  elementary  school,  a  secondary  school,  preparation  for  the  Uni¬ 
versities,  a  training  school  for  teachers,  a  conservatory  of  music,  and  a  school  for 
pianoforte  tuners.  A  new  building  for  the  last  named  was  opened  by  Queen  Alex¬ 
andra  in  1915,  and  is  regarded  by  the  president  of  the  Pianoforte  Manufacturers’ 
Association  and  other  experts  as  one  of  the  best  appointed  establishments  in  exist¬ 
ence,  providing  complete  facilities  for  training. 

“The  musical  record  of  the  College  is  also  unique.  Besides  touring  this  country, 
concert  parties  have  also  visited  the  United  States,  Belgium,  Germany  and  France. 
Many  students'  concerts  have  been  given  in  the  concert  halls  of  London,  including 
the  old  St.  James’s  Hall,  the  Albert  Hall,  Queen’s  Hall,  the  Crystal  Palace,  etc., 
under  the  conductorship  of  Manns,  Parry,  Mackenzie,  Stanford  and  other  famous 
musicians.  Graduates  of  the  College  have  established  schools,  and  have  carried  on 
the  methods  learnt  at  Norwood  in  Canada,  Cape  Colony,  Asia  Minor,  Montreal  and 
Burma,  while  the  Governments  of  Norway,  Sweden,  Russia  and  Japan  have  sent 
educational  representatives  to  study  the  work." 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  efficiency  has  been  the  one  constant  aim 
and  result  of  the  College  training.  Is  the  strenuous  work  of  the  last  forty-six  years 
now  to  be  stultified  and  crippled  by  the  inability  to  raise  £3,000  ?  Will  not  those 
possessing  God’s  great  blessing  of  sight  consider  for  one  moment  what  their  feelings 
would  be  to  suddenly  find  themselves  blind  and  condemned  for  the  remainder  of 
their  existence  to  eternal  darkness  ?  What  about  the  children  who  have  to  wage 
the  battle  of  life,  if,  in  addition  to  the  handicap  of  blindness,  they  are  to  be  deprived 
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of  education  and  training — the  only  weapons  by  means  of  which  that  battle  can  be 
successfully  waged — and  which  will  be  denied  them  if  such  institutions  as  the 
College  cannot  continue  their  beneficent  work  ?  Will  you  hold  back  the  "  arms 
and  munitions,”  or  with  thanks  for  your  own  sight  spare  what  you  can  ? 

Financial  position  on  work  of  the  year. — The  Board  are  regretfully  obliged  to 
report  that  due  to  the  increased  cost  of  living  in  every  direction  and  the  consequent 
failing  off  in  subscriptions  there  is  a  deficit  on  the  year’s  working. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  25  per  cent,  of  the  annual  expenditure,  which 
averages  £10,000,  must  be  met  from  charitable  sources.  The  19x8  statement  of 
account  shows  that  percentage  is  short  by  at  least  £1,000.  The  Board  appeal, 
therefore,  for  increased  donations  and  subscriptions  to  the  General  Fund  to  enable 
this  deficit  to  be  "  made  good  ”  and  to  ”  carry  on.” 

Training  of  Blinded  Soldiers. — Surprise  has  been  expressed  in  some  quarters 
that  no  British  soldiers  who  have  lost  their  sight  in  the  war  are  being  trained  as 
piano-tuners  at  the  College.  The  majority  of  these  men  are  not  of  a  suitable  age 
for  tuition  in  this  occupation,  and  the  fact  that  they  are  in  receipt  of  substantial 
pensions  and  allowances  does  not  lead  them  to  desire  to  undergo  the  four  years’ 
period  of  training  which  would  be  necessary.  Their  possession  of  substantial  pen¬ 
sions  is  also  apt  to  have  the  effect  of  leading  them  to  view  with  disfavour  the  dis¬ 
ciplinary  trammels  which  must  necessarily  be  imposed. 

Annual  Prize  Festival. — This  took  place  on  Tuesday,  July  23.  It  had  been 
expected  that  the  Rt.  Hon.  Wm.  Hughes,  the  Australian  Premier,  would  preside, 
but  on  the  16th,  word  was  received  explaining  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  him 
to  attend.  Colonel  Frederick  Campbell,  C.B.,  J.P.,  kindly  consented  to  fill  the 
breach.  Mrs.  Campbell  won  all  hearts  by  the  gracious  and  happy  manner  in  which 
she  distributed  the  prizes.  Though  the  afternoon  proved  a  wet  one  the  greater 
portion  of  the  programme  was  carried  out,  and  the  function  terminated  with  a  strong 
and  vigorous  speech  by  Colonel  Campbell  on  the  needs  of  the  College  and  the  necessity 
for  all  friends  and  supporters  to  exert  themselves  to  the  utmost. in  securing  the 
splendid  offer  of  the  Carnegie  Trustees.  Lady  Lamington  also  attended  in  support 
of  the  Chairman  and  Mrs.  Campbell. 

Queen  Alexandra  Fund. — -The  Board  of  Governors  again  most  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  further  grant  of  £100  from  the  Queen  Alexandra  Rose 
Day  Fund,  and  respectfully  tender  their  most  sincere  thanks  to  Her  Majesty  Queen 
Alexandra  for  so  graciously  continuing  to  mark  her  approval  of  the  College  training. 

Successes  and  Employment  of  Pupils. — Details  appear  in  the  Principals’  report. 

Gardner  Trust. — The  Board  desire  again  to  express  their  deep  indebtedness 
to  the  Gardner  Trust  for  their  generous  help  in  granting  Scholarships. 

Staff. — The  work  of  the  Staff,  Musical,  Scholastic,  Domestic  and  Clerical,  is 
maintained  with  zeal,  energy  and  loyal  enthusiasm. 

Visit  of  Pianomakers’  Association. — On  October  3  Mr.  Murdoch,  President 
of  the  Pianomakers’  Association,  with  other  officials  inspected  the  work  of  the 
different  departments.  Before  leaving  Mr.  Murdoch  thanked  the  College  authorities 
on  behalf  of  himself  and  the  Association,  and  stated  he  knew  of  no  place  where  the 
tuning  facilities  for  students  were  so  satisfactory,  nor  where  the  instruction  was 
more  carefully  and  scientifically  given  than  at  the  College.  He  challenged  anyone 
to  name  any  Factory,  Technical  School  or  College  where  anything  like  such  good 
work  was  carried  on,  and  promised  on  behalf  of  himself  and  colleagues  to  do  their 
best  in  helping  to  raise  money  for  the  Carnegie  Fund.

The  College  is  situated  at  Upper  Norwood.  The  principal  entrance  is  in  Westow 
Street.  An  outline  Map,  showing  the  position  of  the  College  and  of  the  different  Railway

The  regular  \  isitors  Day  is  the  first  Thursday  afternoon  in  each  month,  except  during 
January,  April,  August,  and  September.  Visitors  will  have  an  opportunity  of  inspecting 
the  various  departments  from  3.15  to  5.15  p.m. 

Parents  or  friends  may  visit  the  pupils  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  month,  between 
3  and  5.30  p.m.  If,  for  any  special  reason,  parents  wish  to  see  their  children  at  other 
times,  they  should  write  to  the  Principal  for  an  appointment.  As  a  rule,  it  is  not  expected 
that  more  than  two  friends  will  visit  any  pupil  on  the  same  afternoon.  When  visiting 
the  College,  parents  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  bring  young  children  with  them.

If  the 
children  go  out  with  their  parents,  they  must  not  undertake  commissions  for  other 
pupils.
